ſoever, as to think ſuch means Alone will ever perform a 
true Cure, without proper Remedies be taken alſo at the 
| fame time inwardly to Rectifie the Blood, Diſſolve the 
thickned Moiſture in the Joints, and to Carry off the 
Morbifick Humor: So on the other, beſides the uſe of a- 
ny proper Specifick Anti- Arthritick Medicine taken In-
